Although  only  an  annual  bloomer,  it  remains  in 
flower  several  weeks,  and  the  large  trusses  of  superb  blooms 
are  unusually  attractive.  Mr.  Dawson  considered  this  the 
best  of  all  his  numerous  hybrids.  It  is  unquestionably 
hardy  and  reliable.
